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SENATE OPPOSES 
EXAM RULING 


An amazing bit of n=ws was made 
public by a number of members of 
our faculty in their classrooms last 
week, and brought up at the 1 
meeting of the Student Senate. The 
news and proposal to be voted on 
at the next faculty meeting is: that 
any student failing a final examina- 
fion in any course will receive a 
semester grade of failure for that 
course irregardjess of the student's 
scholastic average prior to the final 
examination. 

The Student Senate went on 
record as opposing the above facul- 
ty proposal ruling in regards to 
final examinations, and appointed 
a committee of three Senators to 
investigate the proposal Art 
Kemp, presidect of the Senate and 
Chairman of the investigating com- 
unittee, is empowered to call a spec- 
jal meeting of the Senate if he 
deems such action advisable. Act 
Kemp is being aided and abetted 
by Dan Cashmon and Jim Pine on 
this special committee work, 

In a conference with Dr. J. C. 
Weldin, Dean of Administration, 
the committee was assured that this 

roposal will not affect this year's 
Final examinations. The objective 
of the Senate is that this proposal 
will never affect final examina- 
tions. 

The Student Senate voted 
unanimously in opposition to the 
faculty proposal, and the Senate 
Sppointed committee explained this 
‘and to Dean Weldin. The faculty 
fe being sincercly urged by the 
Senate to defeat the proposal. 

‘Another move of deep interest to
